HALF A CENTURY OF SALVATIONIST 



A Review of The General's- Stirring Career 



S. IXTY-FOUR years In the life of any per- 
son of average importance f ouli id all 
nrohability comprise a record of many 
notable events, but the slxly-iout years, 
which General BramncU Booth hai been zUw,- 
cd in the goodness of God to cofflplct* have been 
BkA with momentous hapi«nings. Forty - aijc 
of thoM years have teen spent t>y the General as 
a Salvation Anny -Officet-nay. further, as one 
who has done more than any other man iivinE 
10 shape the policy, engineer the schemes and 
direct the battles of the Organization he now 
conimands~He has assisted m its growih out 
of uothing'into a Movement of world-wide mau- 
nitiidc. What a vast store of recollection (hat 
fact alone represents! 

BfeatFaadbAthsof AO . 
\Vc get nn inirospcciire view of ihat period, 
which in itself is longer than the average human 
lifc'in some. notes from the GcncTal's own ficn. 
•'Looking bach," he says, "two facts stand out 
"above all Ih* rest, and I waul lo Klonfy God for 
them. ■ My life has tccoied with intere^i, Evems 
of moment have crowded on events oi still 
Riwter rnoracnt. There is scarcely an cnioli<jii" 
which has su'rred mankind that has not in sonic 
way' touched me during that time. I-itcratnrf, 
polilicsr-^f ihi Highest kind— much that beJonRs 
to ihe world in contemporary thoupbt, world 
problems which concern the whole race of man, 
national and international inTlucnccs and ten- 
dencies, all these have in some deprec come 
within the range of my vision or exijcncncc. and 
in the midst ot all 1 have been lakcn np wiih ihnt 
whidh'is ihc most fascinating of all human in- 
icrests— action : action, as 1 believe, for ihc pood 
oi myJcllowS." 

An Issportarat Episode 
Ai the age of four the General was an iiii- 
conscioMS spectator of an' episode of tranictnd- 
inp impoTtance, not only in the history oi the 
Salvation Army, but in the-whole sphere ni reli- 
cioiis endeavour. He -i^-as in company wiih hi:; 
mother, the sainted and Eifled Catherine Rooih, 
in the minister's pew at Belhcsda Chaiiel. Gates- 
head, in the year 1^0, when she was moved ly 
a Divine impulse to sptik for the first time in 
puTiTic. and thus assert her claim, as the r™- 
ta^oni>it of thousands of Army women who have 
succeeded her^ lo dccUre to mankind the richer 
of Hi? grace. 

When he altamed tbe afie of twelve. Kram- 
well Uooth commenced public work, for which. 
howcveri he appeared almost totally nnfnted 
Ijoih by temperament and physical disabiliiy. In- 
deed, he himself dccbrcd forty years aiicr- 
wards: — , 

"1 was not very much use. I suffered irnm 
ill-hcanh. was already beginning to be deaf, and 
was afflicted with a posilivc nightmare of 
nervous self-depreciation. Bot 1 had one neh 
possession — I ^^ an enthusiast for Jesos Cjiri-'i' 
That enthusaSEs saved the situation. It lifted 
me np above lay own'honid fears. It enlarged 
my heart, and. opened my ramd- It nerved me in 
face of mobi and slander acf3 £n spite of my own 
failures." 

Lad ihot^h be was. the General cooioienced, 
both indoors aiid in the open*air, to address adnlt 
eongrcgaibns; he also chaperoned bis 5"{"S m 
their earliest pshlie efforts and encouraged them 
lo persevere astd tbe timidities and disappoint- 
ments which usually accompany ihe debut of 
pablic speakers. 

At seventeen he fancd bEmscIf assistinff his 
father in the la&dest EltJr office adjoining the 
People's Market in Whitcsbapel Boad, which 
then compri&ed the Headquarters of the Move- 

isecL ITiesc were the notorious "AyhiteCHSpei 
days" of which the oJd«r gcaeiatipa of Salvalton- 
iBts still Tcjsice to sprak io resuobccrit conver- 
sation.

ll is especiall) cratit>mE to know that Ihc 
General emharkcd ilpon his preat career of his 
own deliberate choice. He had at first inclina- 
tions towards becoming a do^tor^ and there 
would have hccn'no insuperable diflieulties in 
ihe waj- of bis rojjliaing his early wish. Further- 
more, a f^neroiis friend, stnick with the young 
siiy edtteaiion. Rut this wns declined, and Rram- 
man'3 ability and promise, had ofCtrcd a univcr- 
wctl Booth, instead of goinR 10 Oxford, went into 
the ivSder iiniversily of the highways and byways, 
where love and compassion are the teachers. In 
IBT-^ he assumed ilie definite responsibility of 
Officersihip. 

In ISSO \fr. Riamwell Booth took up. at his 
faibcr's direeiiou, the !iCCond highest ppHlioii in 
Ihe Orpaniiatioii, and for thirty-two years he was 
aii'tciioiiatelv known and hononrcd by Salva- 
tionists cvervwhere as "The Chief."

The General played a brave and sacrilicial 
part in an event which has gone lo make national 
•Jiistorv. This was his association wiih the late 
Mr. \V. T, Stead in a Snccesi^ful effort on behalf 
oi friendless and helpless yOiing girls, whose 
rnination was then frequent nnd delibcraie. 
Though this brouRht him considerable oppro- 
briijin. the jiidRe belorc whom he appeart'cl in 
court characieriKcd his condupt in the case as 
that of a Chrisiian t-entleman. In eoniKClion 
with this nicmoralile ficht, five thousand Salva- 
tion Soldiers marched ihroiiEh London to the 
House of Commons and iirescnltd a mainmoih 
pciiiion in favour of the Bill tltjilinc with a mon- 
strous evil and whicli uUiinately passed.
